DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 9 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims are 
exact duplicates of one another and one should be cancelled. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 7-9 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
patent 2,780,294 to Loomis. 

Regarding claim 7, Loomis discloses an apparatus comprising a sleeve 18 inserted in a 
casing 12, the sleeve comprising a plurality of separable sleeve segments 24 connected to one 
another, the sleeve having a generally cylindrical outer surface that will engage the casing (see 
Figs. 1-4). It is noted that the preamble states that the apparatus is for limiting rotation of a 
cementing plug during drillout of the cementing plug after casing has been cemented in a 
wellbore. However, none of these limitations are found in the body of the claim and are simply 
viewed as the intended use for the apparatus and is given very little weight. Nevertheless, 
Loomis' sleeve is of the size and configuration such that if a cementing plug were to be landed 
on the sleeve, it would be capable of performing the function of limiting rotation during drillout 
of the plug. 
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Regarding claim 8, each segment has first and second edges extending from an upper to a 
lower end thereof, the segments being secured to each other at the edges thereof (see Figs. 5-7). 

Regarding claims 9 and 14, each segment protrudes inwardly to create the tapered surface 
40 (see Fig. 5). 

Regarding claim 12, the sleeve is fixedly secured to the casing when expanded (see Figs. 
3 and 4). 

Regarding claim 13, the sleeve segments have mating grooves 34 and bosses 30 at the 
edges thereof (see Figs. 5-7). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

5. Claims 10, 1 1, 15, and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments, see page 5, filed June 17, 2005, with respect to the rejection(s) of 
claim(s) 7 under 35 USC 102(e) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made in view of Loomis. 
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Conclusion
